Hands-Free Telephone Headset 


Your RadioShack Hands-Free Telephone 
Headset lets you make and receive phone 
calls while keeping your hands free to do other 
things. The ultra-light headset connects easily 
to any cordless, PCS, or cellular phone with a 
3 / 32 -inch (2.5 mm) jack. 

Your headset includes these features: 

Reversible Ear Piece — lets you reverse the 
ear piece so you can wear the headset over 
either ear. 

Adjustable Microphone Boom — lets you 
precisely place the microphone so callers can 
hear you more clearly. 

Adjustable Headband — so you can fit the 

headset comfortably. 

Lapel Clip — lets you securely anchor the 
headset’s modular cord to your clothing to 
keep the cord out of the way as you move. 


WEARING THE HEADSET 

1 . Place the headset on your head with the 
earpiece over either ear. 

2. Adjust the headset band until it rests com- 
fortably on your ear and the top of your 
head. 

If the headset is loose, remove it and slide 
it inward slightly to tighten it. If the headset 
is tight, gently pull the headset band out to 
loosen it. 

3. Hold the headset in place and adjust the 
microphone boom until it is about even 
with your chin. Slide it in or out or rotate it, 
if needed. Experiment until you find the 
most comfortable position. 

4. Clip the cord’s lapel clip to your clothing, 
leaving enough slack in the cord so you 
can move your head without pulling the 
headset. 


CONNECTION 

Plug the headset’s mini plug into a cordless, 
PCS, or cellular phone’s ®/32-inch (2.5 mm) 
jack. 
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Listening Safety 

To protect your hearing, follow these guide- 
lines when you use the headset. 

• Set the phone’s volume to the lowest set- 
ting before you begin listening. After you 
begin listening, adjust the volume to a 
comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume 
levels. Extended high-volume listening 
can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase 
it. Over time, your ears adapt to the vol- 
ume level, so a volume level that does not 
cause discomfort might still damage your 
hearing. 


CARE AND MAINTENANCE 

Your RadioShack Hands-Free Telephone 
Headset is an example of superior design and 
craftsmanship. The following suggestions will 
help you care for your headset so you can en- 
joy it for years. 

• Keep the headset dry. If it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. 

• Handle the headset gently and carefully. 
Don’t drop it. 

• Use and store the headset only in normal 
temperature environments. 

• Keep the headset away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the headset with a damp cloth occa- 
sionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the headset’s in- 
ternal components can cause a malfunction 
and might invalidate your headset’s warranty. 
If your headset is not performing as it should, 
take it to your local RadioShack store for as- 
sistance.
